CONTEMPT — Three abortion 
protesters found guilty of contempt of 
court for ignoring a court order and 
blocking entrances to a St. Louis area 
abortion clinic served nearly 12 hours in 
jail before being released on bond Dec. 3. 
The three, who had turned themselves 
over to jail authorities the same day were 
sentenced to terms ranging from 225 days 
to 314 days. Another defendant was in 
Pennsylvania awaiting trial on a charge of 
trespassing at an abortion clinic there. 
The three were released pending an 
appeal. 


HALTED — Dr. Ali Azima has 
temporarily stopped performing 
abortions at clinics he owns in the Diocese 
of St. Petersburg, citing ‘“‘the recent 
attitude of some citizens against legal 
abortion.’’ A notice with Azima’s 
signature appeared Nov. 16 in the Fort 
Myers News Press stating that abortions 
would be discontinued temporarily at the 
Southwest Florida Women’s Clinic. The 
doctor gained notice in mid-October 
when the remains of two 20-week aborted 
fetuses were discovered in garbage bags 
on the street outside his office and home. 


‘“‘CALIFORNICATION’’ — A priest 
urged the Massachusetts legislature to 
‘deliver us from the ‘Californication’ of 
America’’ as he argued against repealing 
blue laws in the state. He was referring to 


' the legal opening of stores on Sunday in 


California. The new law passed, allowing 
stores to open at noon on Sunday, despite 
the opposition of Father Peter V. Conley, 
coordinator of communications for the 
Boston archdiocese. Massachusetts 
Catholic bishops and the state’s Council 
of Churches also opposed the move. 
‘“‘Whatever the intention, the effect of 
such action will be to make Sunday like 
every other day,’’ they said.

NEW PROCESS — New measures 
will soon be in effect for the Vatican’s 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, said its prefect, German Cardinal 
Josef Ratzinger. The principal change is 
that theologians whose teachings are 
being examined for conformity with the 
Church’s teachings will be allowed to be 
defended by Church lawyers at hearings 
held by the Congregation. Father Hans 
Kung, Swiss-born theologian, refused 
during the 1970s to go to Rome to submit 
to a doctrinal examination by the 
Congregation, always citing lack of due 
process as the main reason for his refusal. 


CRASH — Two members of the 
governing board of the Maryknoll Sisters 
were among 46 persons killed when a 
Chilean airliner crashed Dec. 9, the 
office at Maryknoll 
headquarters said. Sisters Gertrude 
Vaccaro, 53, and Margaret Hanlon, 42, 
were on their way to Panama after 
visiting Maryknoll communities in Chile. 


SEPARATE — New guidelines: 
requiring federally subsidized family 
planning clinics to use separate staff and 
facilities for abortions have been proposed 
by the Reagan administration. The 
proposal, which comes from the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services, would require family planning 
clinics to: separate completely facilities 
and personnel used for providing 


abortions from those ‘offering 
contraceptives and birth control 
information. . 


VOTE — A general congregation of 
the Society of Jesus will begin Sept. 2, 
1983 for the election of a new superior 
general, announced Father Paolo Dezza, 
papal delegate to the Jesuits.

Agca implicates Bulgarians in 
papal murder try, say Italians

ROME (NC) — Mehmet Ali Agca, the 
man convicted. of shooting Pope John 
Paul II May 13, 1981, has fingered two 
Bulgarians who accompanied him to St. 
Peter’s Square that day and were 
associated with him in the assassination 
plot, according to Italian news reports. 


Several Italian newspapers widely 
reported a scenario of the plot which they 
said used information gathered from 
unnamed judicial sources. 


AGCA, WHO was convicted by an 
Italian court in July 1981 of attempting to 
murder the pope and is now serving a life 
sentence in an Italian prison, is said to 
have made the revelations to Italy’s chief 
investigator in the case, Judge TIlario 
Martella.

Father Dunn: Priests minister to each other, too

LINDA VISTA — Increasing 
attention to the idea of ‘‘burnout’’ in a 
host of secular professions is not without 
its parallel in the priesthood, where the 
demands of ministering to others can 
leave the minister himself spiritually and 
emotionally exhausted. 


Guided by the Ministry to Priests 
center, located across from St. Francis 
Seminary on the University of San Diego 
campus, an ‘‘ongoing formation’’ process 
has for the past several years, been 
addressing the problem with a ‘‘holistic’’ 
approach to renewal and support — 
academically, spiritually and even 
physically — for the priests of the diocese. 


“PRIESTS HAVE to take time to 
minister to themselves in order to be 
effective,’’ said Father Stephen Dunn, 
director of, the center. ‘“They are under 
the demands of our stressful society and 
are expected to be totally available all the 
time. But a priest is only as effective as 
he’s available to himself and his brother 
priests.’’ 


Basic to the ministry to priests program 
are small support groups which priests are 


encouraged to join; there they meet 
together on a regular (overnight) basis to 
pray, to talk, and to relax. ‘“‘We also 
approach God through the community,”’ 


. said Father Dunn. There are currently 11 


active support groups to 90 priests (about 
a third of the priests serving in the 
diocese), and most have a professional 
facilitator, he noted. 


In addition, the center itself runs a 
number of clergy days at the seminary for 
continuing education. 


THE PRIESTS are also encouraged to 
work on a one-to-one basis with the 
director or a member of his team, said 
Father Dunn. ‘“‘It is important that they 
choose someone they feel comfortable 
with. They can discuss their own needs 
and personal growth plans, and review 
their prayer life, relationships with others, 
their ministerial duties.” 


‘Every aspect of the program is 
voluntary. The priest himself must decide 
to enter,’’ said Father Dunn, likening the 
program to a form of stewardship. 


‘‘The bishop and the people have a 


right to. expect that the priest will be a 
spiritual man. But whereas before

‘Priestly burnout’ 
ministry was seen within the context of 
‘task’ and ‘work,’ which left the 
impression that priests were cold or 
distant, now we see it within the context 
of relationship, where friendships rate 

very highly,’” said Father Dunn.

Father Murphy to retire after 40 years

ESCONDIDO — After 40 years as a 
priest, Father Jeremiah Murphy, pastor 
of St. Mary parish,. will retire to enjoy 
fishing and golfing, helping out as a priest 
when needed. The 66-year-old native of 
Ireland will retire Jan. 2 and move into a 
mobile home in Escondido. 


He was part of a family of seven in a 
town near Killarney in County Kerry. As 
an 18-year-old just out of high school, he 
decided to become a/ priest. ‘“The 
spiritual environment’? of home and 
school ‘‘had an awful lot to do with my 
deciding to become a priest,’’ Father 
Murphy said. 


“‘I CAME from a very good Catholic 
family and then went to Catholic high 
school. There, they used to talk to us 
about vocations. So I guess that’s what 
made me decide,”’ he said. 


The president of St. Kieran’s Seminary 
in Kilkenny received a letter from Bishop 
Charles Buddy of San Diego, asking if 
any would-be priests would be willing to 
move to California after ordination. 
Father Murphy and four others signed 


up. 


He was ordained for the San Diego 
diocese in 1942 in Killarney. The war 
prevented him from immediately moving 
to the United States. His first assignment 
took him to County Hospital in Kilkenny 
where he was the chaplain. Later he 
served as an assistant at a parish in the

‘Good Catholic family’ 
Diocese of Hexham in Newcastle, 
England. 


IN 1946 he first saw the shores of the 
Pacific. The young man 8,000 miles from 
his home found the people and the 
country ‘‘completely different’? from 
what he grew up with. ‘‘The Church was 
about the same,”’ so he didn’t feel totally 
lost, he said. 

Assignments here took him to St. 
Francis de Sales in Riverside, where he 
was an associate, and then to pastoral 
duties in Perris, Descanso, St. Mary’s of 
the Wayside (San Diego), Hioltville, 
Blythe, Encinitas and Escondido. 


No matter where Father Murphy went 
he ‘‘found a lot of fulfillment in helping 
other people.’’ At times that included 
marriage counseling. ‘‘Of course 
nowadays you can send them to someone 
who is more qualified,’’ but in the past, 
‘‘we did the best we could. You learn 
from your experience.’’ He found that a 
lot of marriage problems were similar.

Agca, 24, is reported to have identified 
the two men, along with a third 
accomplice involved earlier in the plot, 
from police photos, and to have known 
them during the conspiracy only by code 
names. All three are Bulgarians, 
according to the Italian news reports. 


The articles appeared in Corriere Della 
Sera of Milan and two Rome dailies, La 
Repubblica and Il Tempo. The plot 
described in these articles developed as 
follows: 


AGCA FIRST met the three men in 
the Bulgarian capital of Sofia and was 
introduced to them by Bechir Selenik, a 
Turk reputed to be a kingpin of the drug 
underworld. ~Selenik’s present 
whereabouts are unknown, but an arrest 


warrant reportedly has been issued by 
Judge Martella. 


Agca is reported to have told 
investigators that Selenik offered him 
three million German marks (about $1.25 
million) to kill the pope. 


The three men were Sergei Ivanov 
Antonov, a 35-year-old employee in the 
Rome office of Balkan Bulgarian Airlines, 
currently under arrest by Italian police on 
complicity charges in the assassination 
plot; Teodorov Ayvazov, a former cashier 
at the Bulgarian embassy in Rome, who 
left Italy in November and _ whose 
diplomatic privileges Judge Martella has 
reportedly asked the Bulgarian Foreign 
Ministry to revoke so that an arrest 
warrant can be issued for him; and 
Vassiliev Kolev, a longtime military 
attache at the Bulgarian embassy in 
Rome who left his embassy post six 
months ago and for whom an arrest 
warrant has been issued by Martella. 


SEVERAL OF the Italian press 
reports allege that the three Bulgarians 
had the backing of the Bulgarian secret 
service. 


Before coming to Rome Agca met in 
Milan with Omar Bagci, a Turk who was 
arrested in Switzerland in June 1982 and 
who was extradited to Italy after telling 
Swiss police that he gave Agca in Milan 
the Browning 9mm pistol used to shoot 
the pope. Bagci claimed that he was 
unaware of Agca’s purpose in wanting the 


gun. 


While in Rome, according to the 
reports, Agca conferred several times 
with the three Bulgarians and plotted the 
shooting. 


SEVERAL DAYS before the shooting 
Agca rented a room at the Pensione Isa 
near the Vatican, using a false passport 
for identification. 


On the day of the shooting, the Italian 
press reports added, Agca met Antonov 
and Ayvazov in Rome’s Piazza Della

Women’s ‘extensive, incisive role’ 


The Second Vatican Council’s Pastoral Constitution on the 
Church observed: ‘‘Where they have not yet won it, women 
claim for themselves an equity with men before the law and in 
fact”’ (Gaudium et Spes, no. 9). The Council’s Dogmatic 
Constitution on the Church had earlier declared: ‘There is in 
Christ and in the Church no inequality on the basis of race or 
nationality, social condition or sex’? (Lumen Gentium, no. 32). 
What is sometimes forgotten is the fact that equality can and 
must recognize differences. 


Addressing a national convention of the Italian Feminine 
Center, Pope John Paul II recently restated the Church’s belief 
in the equality between men and women, insisting that such 
equality is ‘‘undeniable and never sufficiently affirmed.’’ But 
this equality “‘would be poorly understood,’’ he explained, ‘‘if it 
included an obscuring of the very originality of the mystery of 
femininity.”’ 7 

Calling on women to take a ‘‘more extensive and incisive’’ 
role in society, the Holy Father urged them to do so by 
contributing the particular values of their femininity. Praising 
those values, he said that a feminine presence ‘‘...shows a 
constant characteristic: It is a spring of life and a creator of 
communion because it is the inspirer of self-giving.’’ 


The Church’s mission includes a responsibility ‘‘...to nourish 
the world with spiritual fruits (cf. Gal. 5:22), and to spread 
abroad in it that spirit by which are animated those poor, meek 


and peacemaking men whom the Lord in the gospel called — 


blessed’’ (Lumen Gentium, no. 38). Pope John Paul II recognizes 
that women have a special effectiveness in this area, and he 
encourages them to pledge themselves in service ‘‘to every 
human person, especially the weakest, the poorest, the most 
defenseless.”

Once when my children were very young I overheard 
them discussing the most effective ways to manipulate 
adults and bring them to behave in ways they wanted. 
The consensus was that if a child was good and did as he 
was told, he would be loved and get to do what he wanted. 
If he was badly behaved he would not be loved and not 
allowed to do anything he wanted. Therefore, be obedient 
when there was something in it for you. 


I was rather chagrined to hear my eldest son advise the 
others that they did not have to worry about Mom. ‘She 
will always love you anyway. It doesn’t matter whether 
you are good or not, she just goes on loving you. The one 
you have to worry about is Dad!’’ It was amusing, if a 
little disturbing, to hear the traditional distinctions — 
however false — between maternal and paternal love 
echoed by young children, but it is an attitude fostered by 
our social conventions and role-playing. 

IT IS AN attitude we carry over into our concept of 
God as well. We are much more alert to the danger of 
risking the wrath of the Old Testament God whom the 
psalmists call on to crush their enemies and reduce them 
to dust and other kindly favors — a loving God, but one 
given to anger and judgement and punishment. The 
gentle, forgiving, unconditional love of the Father in the 
Neéw Testament as shown in the parable of the Prodigal 
Son, can leave us uneasy and somehow rebellious, 
perhaps because it takes the initiative out of our hands. 
There is a maternal quality in it we are not always ready 
to recognize.

love is like a mother’s? 


The Prodigal God does not wait for His son to come to 
the door in his repentance, He rushes out to meet him — 
like a mother would. He throws his arms around him and 
weeps for joy — as a mother would. He rushes him into 
the house and prepares a feast for him — as any Jewish 
mother would. And although the boy has lost his 
inheritance, his place at home is ready for him; his place 
in his Father’s life remains inviolate; he is, as he always 
was, a beloved son. 

I am not suggesting that a father is not capable of deep 


enduring love, only that our traditional expectations of 
how he should behave, inhibit the full, natural expression 


of his love. Women, on the other hand, particularly _ 


mothers, are immensely privileged in that our social 
conventions allow them to make extravagant gestures of 
love, to weep, hug, kiss, and cry out in joy, with 
impunity. Mothers are allowed to be fools for love in a 
way that fathers, customarily, are not. 


BUT NOW, in this Christmas time, God is telling us in 
the Incarnation that it is precisely through the love we 
commonly refer to as maternal, that redemption will 
come into our world. Everything that God has done 
throughout salvation history has been designed to 
communicate some wisdom, some truth, to His dim- 
witted people, to make it easier for us to claim His great 
gift of salvation and make it our own. 

And it seems to me that in choosing to bring His Son 


into the world through the natural human birth process, 
and particularly through Mary, He was indicating that 


this was a time of transition, that He was advocating a 
subtle change of emphasis — a broadening and rounding- 
off of the Jewish concept of the nature of God. 


What comes through so powerfully in the wonderful 
Christmas story is that aspect of love we describe as 
maternal. A love that is all-embracing, all forgiving, that 
is intimately concerned with relationships and the 
primacy of love, a love that is faithful and accepting. And 
in Mary’s unlimited self-giving she reflected this 
unconditional love of God, this maternal quality. 


MARY GAVE herself physically as well as spiritually 
in response to her call. because in her there was a full 
integration of being; she withheld no part of herself from 
God. Her spirituality, her self-forgetfulness was so intense 
that it became possible for God to bring His Word to 
physical reality in and through her. She manifested for all 
time the maternal quality of creation and redemption as 
well as those virtues and attitudes necessary for Christian 
discipleship. 

In Mary, divine love and human discipleship met in a 
union that produced the perfect human manifestation of 
God, the Christ-Child, vulnerable, dependent, innocent, 
and redeeming. So perhaps, this Christmas, we might 
look beyond the familiarity of the crib scene and see in it a 
call to new freedom of response in which the image of 
father and mother are fused into one, so that we may give 
more completely of ourselves and reflect more closely the 
image in which we are made. 


The giver, not the gift 


A saying that comes down to us is, “‘It’s the giver, not 
the gift that counts.’? The implication is this: ‘“‘What 
counts is that you thought of me enough to send anything, 
let alone this present.’” Much sentiment is attached to that 
notion. Yet as we approach the Christmas season we 
realize it’s not what the people who promote a commercial 
holiday have in mind. They want us to purchase gifts 
‘“‘which will give for a lifetime.’’ Show your appreciation 
by choosing this expensive item. But since Christmas 
giving is connected with the favor of the coming of the 
Son of God into the world, it might be wise to apply that 
purchase to the Infancy Stories contained in Matthew and 
Luke. 


“It’s the giver, not the gift.’’ Who is the giver? None 
other than the Lord God, the All-Powerful Creator, the 
Ruler of the Universe. We must never forget that He 
cared enough that He gave us this Boon, the Offering we 
didn’t quite understand how much we needed. The Favor 
seemed so small and insignificant at its arrival. Yet in 
time Christ has come to be understood as the greatest Gift 
of all. 

IN THIS context, who else gave? There was Mary, the 
Virgin Mother. What did she offer? Why, herself. In a 
way, she had reserved that only for God. The Glory of 
Israel wanted to share herself with no one else. Yet when 
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the angel came and announced that the Child Who would 
be born of her would be a Savior for His people, Mary 
responded by offering herself not only to God, but 
through Him to all humanity. 

Joseph gave. And his present was his name, his future, 


his reputation. That was already in question, because he 
and others knew Mary was pregnant. To marry her, 


would bring shame upon his house. Nonetheless he put all . 


that aside so that his person could be used by God for ‘our 
purpose and benefit. : 


The shepherds, who had so little, made their donation. — 


They were really unaware that they had anything to offer. 
The angel’s message bid them to contribute their time, 
the present moment, and become the first witnesses from 
the poor of what this Gift would mean to the poor. 


THE MAGI gave. Oh yes, we know what is reported, 
their largess of gold, incense and myrrh. Yet those were 
only external offerings. They also contributed their 
journey and their loss of the star and for awhile their sure 
way. 

Jesus gave. Paul tells us Christ renounced His place 
with the Father in heaven; He put aside His dignity and 
royalty. He offered His will to the Father for our 
salvation, and surrendered princely palace, a life of ease, 


comeliness and beauty. The Savior was even abandoned 
by His friends at the end, a price He gladly paid for us. 


The ads and commercials speak much about the gift 
that keeps on giving, the present that confers ‘‘a lifetime 
of pleasure.’’ But doesn’t that apply only to this Jesus 
Who was born at Christmas? For this is the one Offering 
Who keeps on giving, each day at the Eucharist, each 
hour in our union with Him, each moment as He pleads 
for us with the Father. Does He present us with a lifetime 


’ of pleasure? No, rather a lifetime of peace with Him and 


an eternity of happiness with the Father. 

IF, THEN, you offer a present, don’t try to outdo in 
splendor what you might receive. Do you truly believe it 
is the giver, not the gift, that counts? If you receive 
something but believe it is unworthy of you, don’t be 
angry. That’s not what Christmas is about. Rather, 
reflect upon the One Who comes. Then ask: was what 
you received offered in love? Was the gesture done in 
union with Christ? That’s what counts. 


This Christmas meditate on that phrase — the giver, 
not the gift — and know, as He told us, “‘Whatever you 
‘do in My name to the least of My brethren, you do to 
Me.’’ Of course, we can never match Him Whom we 
receive. But He doesn’t want it matched. All He wants is 
our love, trust and surrender to Him. 


War and peace - IV 


There. seems to be no ethical justification at all to 
consider any modern war as ‘‘just.”’ 


This conclusion seems even more evident after Pope 
John Paul II’s presence and statements at Hiroshima. 
The entire Church knelt with him at the Hiroshima Peace 
Park. As he stood, so too should we now stand with one 
clear cry: the Christian comes to the world as ‘‘a pilgrim 
for peace.’’ The Pope’s pronouncements are clear: ‘“To 
remember Hiroshima is to abhor nuclear war. To 
remember Hiroshima is to commit oneself to peace.”’ 

Pope Paul VI’s prophecy must be repeated now with 
renewed effort and concern: ‘‘No more war, never’’ 
(October 4, 1965). 

This presumption against war is actually reflected in 
the way Thomas Aquinas poses his ‘‘Question’’ about 
war: ‘‘Is fighting in war always a sin?”’ 


. 


The pacifist tradition is clear in its interpretation of St. 
Thomas where the ‘‘strong presumption’? becomes an 
absolute. But even a just-war ethic retains the 
presumption while acknowledging exceptions. 


I would think that a modern war is such that the 
‘‘strong presumption’”’ has de facto become an absolute. 


There are prima facie obligations that we must defend: 
e.g., innocent people who are open to unjust attack; 
values such as justice and freedom of conscience; the 
dignity of every single human life. 


Modern war will never truly safeguard these values as it - 
will destroy the very concerns it might hope to assist. 


The tone of such magisterial documents as Pacem in 
Terris (1963) -and Gaudium et Spes (1965) as well as the 
attitudes about war in the words of Pius XII, John 
XXIII, Paul VI and John Paul II, have clearly 
contributed to upholding and praising nonviolent 
methods of social change and preservation of peace. 


In addition, such documents as The Holy See and 
Disarmament (1976) are relentless condemnations of the 
arms race. Preparation for war is acceptance of war. 


Gaudium et Spes examples well the mind of the Holy See 
on this point: ‘‘The arms race is an utterly treacherous 
trap for humanity, and one that injures the poor to an 
intolerable degree’ (n. 81). 


The growth of nuclear and biological types of warfare 
in the past decade would certainly seem to give reason to 
raising this specific conviction to a universal imperative: 
the ending of all war is a moral exigency of the highest 
nature. 


What conclusions can we arrive at? 

e Human life has an absolute velue: and this moral 
posture applies to war, abortion, capital punishment and 
euthanasia. : 

e I realize that ‘‘absolutist ’’ language is not popular 
today, but in light of these discussions I think it 
imperative that the Catholic community proclaims the 


value of every human life, and no exceptions can be 
granted to legitimate the taking of even one life. 


e Taking such a position puts us under the 
responsibility of participating in a process of building a 
more just and peaceful human society (e.g., we must be 
actively concerned about current U.S. involvement in El 
Salvador): we must remember that what is being done is 
being done in our name. 


e Every effort must be made to do what one can to 
voice an effective dissent and perhaps even deviance in 
the areas of public policy and decision concerning war 
and preparations for war. It is a sobering fact that now 
more than 60% of our taxes go for some type of military 
preparedness. 


e Active defense of national rights is a legitimate 
objective, but war can no longer be considered a 
permissible means to accomplish this objective. 


@ The. moral principles of discrimination and 
limitation must remain: any weapon or strategy which 
by its nature cannot be limited’in its immediate or 
residual effects is incompatible with essential Christian 
moral principles. 


e Lest we perish, we must take seriously Paul VI’s 
Christmas message of 1964: instead of seeing the other the 
outsider, the rival, the undesired, the adversary, the 
enemy, we should accustom ourselves to seeing the 
person, a being like ourselves, worthy of respect, esteem, 
assistance and love.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John

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Sr. Kathy; ‘Russians every bit afraid as we are’

EL CAJON — Americans’ understanding of the Soviet 
Union was likened to the fable of the six blind men and 
the elephant at a lecture given by a Sister who visited the 
country in September. 


The fable tells of six blind men trying to determine 
what an elephant looks like by feeling it. The one who 
grabbed the tail decides the pachyderm looks like a snake, 
while the one who grasps the leg decides it must resemble 
a tree. ‘‘That’s about the way we approach the Soviet 
Union,”’ said Sister of St. Joseph Kathy Schinhofen after 
16 days there. ‘‘I still don’t know what the elephant looks 
like,’’ she told a group gathered at Our Lady of Grace 
Church Dec. 7. 


‘SHE WENT ‘to Russia~ with four others’ who 
represented the USA-USSR Citizen’s Dialogue: Since 
then, Soviet citizens have come to America to learn about 
this country. The Dialogue is headed by Carol Pendell, 
an American ‘‘who believes that understanding is the 
only way we’re going to keep our hands off the button,”’ 
Sister Kathy said. : 

Misunderstandings are many, Sister discovered. In 
Lithuania one man asked her ‘‘You are a nun, no? Do 
you want to be a priest too?”’ 


Another man told her the Russians are every bit as 
afraid of Americans as we are of them. ‘“They feel 
threatened’’ by the nuclear arms that surround their 
country, and suggest that we shouldn’t feel paranoid 
because the oceans that border the United States prevent 
the USSR from surrounding us. 


‘MEMBERS OF THE Soviet Friendship Society 
accompanied the Americans in the travels, and at first 
spoke of little but ‘‘the party line,’’ Sister Kathy said. But 
as they became more comfortable with one another they 
had ‘‘human conversations.”’ 


The guides wanted to know what it was really like to be 
a Sister. ‘‘We talked about the faith endlessly. They 
wanted to get inside a believer to see what makes us tick. 
They were amazed that thinking people could have 
faith.’’ 

One of her most moving exchanges came when a high- 
ranking Communist drew her aside and revealed he 
specialized in studying Roman Catholicism in America. 


Sister Kathy discovered that through books he had ° 


become an expert on the faith. 


“I HAVE NEVER met an American Roman 
Gatholic,’’ he told her. “‘He was literally quivering with 
excitement’’ as he asked her ‘‘Would you witness your 
faith to me?”’ For the 20 minutes that followed she tried to 
be ‘‘truthful and direct.” 


Everything in his manner convinced the Sister that 
their meeting satisfied more than his desire to meet 
someone who lived the faith he studied. ‘‘I’m going to 
pray for him because something more was happening”’ 
than met the eye. 


Sister Kathy was able to learn of Russian Orthodox, 
Baptist and Roman Catholic churches. Most believers 
appear to be over 50, but the clergy are in their 20s-40s, 
she said. ‘‘Youth were present in Baptist and Roman 
Catholic Churches.”’ 


‘*T WAS VERY impressed with the vitality of the 
Church in the Soviet Union,’’ she said. They are 
devotional churches that can call their people to acts of 
charity, but not to acts of social justice. ‘‘We are free to 
function in the role_of prophet, they are not.”’ 


The Americans were not allowed any contact with Jews 
or Seventh Day Adventists. Abrupt answers were given to 
questions about those religions, which made it clear they 
would not penetrate that area, Sister Kathy said. 


The trip has come under fire from some who believe 
that the group was duped by the Russian government. 
“‘T’m no dupe,”’ Sister Kathy said, admitting that the 
government-arranged trip undoubtedly showed the 
country’s best side. The Russians who visit here will also 
be shown the best America has to offer. 


GROUP MEMBERS talked to as many common 
citizens as they could, attempting to learn more than was 
gained in the scheduled meetings that took most of their 
days. 

Others, who allege Sister Kathy’s group is filled with 
subversives, also maintain that the nuclear freeze ballot 
initiatives were sponsored by the Soviet Union. ‘“There is 
no basis for that belief,’’ she said. 

Americans fear Russia for largely unwarranted 
reasons, she said, admitting that there are some realities 
in the USSR that should concern U.S. citizens. 

THE HUGE military complex coupled with the largely 
atheistic populace should be considered, she said. “‘We 
should also fear that they will give up hope,’’ Sister Kathy 
said. : : ane 


Fr. Nouwen: Peacemaking Christians’ ‘central task’ 


ATHENS, Ga. (NC) — Peacemaking is the ‘‘central 
task for Christians’’ today, made urgent by the possibility 
of nuclear war, said Father Henri Nouwen, former 
professor of pastoral theology at the Yale Divinity School. 

‘(Making peace today means making a future for 
humanity,’ said Father Nouwen, author of The 
Wounded Healer and other books on spirituality, in a talk 
at the University of Georgia. 

DESCRIBING A ‘“‘spirituality of peace,’’ Father 
Nouwen said that in ‘‘a world dangerously close to self- 


destruction, the age-old call to prayer, resistance and 


community becomes virtually a new call.”’ 


He said that ‘‘praying at all times is the first aspect of | 


peacemaking”’ because prayer means being in the house 
of God, the one who gives peace. Those who live in the 
world are caught in its ‘net of wounds and fears,’’ he 


said, whereas Christians who live in God and experience 
his love are set free and enabled to move in the world as 
people who bring peace and live in peace. 


While it is tempting to ‘‘do’’ something for peace, “‘we 
have to have the courage to pull back and be with God in 
solitude,’” Father Nouwen said. ; 


PEOPLE TRYING to work for peace, he observed, 
sometimes succumb to the temptation to use fear to 
change people’s minds, frightening them with the 
consequences of war. ‘‘When peacemaking is based on 
fear,”’ he said, ‘‘it is not that different from war.”’ 

The call of the Christian to resistance involves 
constantly resisting ‘‘the powers that lead to war,’’ Father 
Nouwen said. Resistance is a ‘‘no’’ to death and a ‘‘yes”’ 
to life, he said. 

_ Christians, he continued, should say ““no’’ to: 

-e ‘‘Entertainment with death,’’ books, films and 
television programs that use death to entertain. : 

e ‘Death talk,’’ conversations and social gatherings 
‘in which people are evaluated, found guilty and 
discarded’’ as worthless. 


e Thoughts that turn death inward through self- 
rejection and self-doubt. 


RESISTANCE FOR a Christian is prayer because it is 
not based on achieving results but on witness “‘to a living 
God in the midst of a death-oriented world,’’. Father 
Nouwen said. While secular resistance may seek to 
change other people, he said, for Christians “‘maybe the 
question is not how can I change others, but how can I 
remain my true self?’’ ; 


Father Nouwen said his vision of community centers on 
a network of Christian peacemakers, supported by one 
another’s prayers and by the chance to come together to 
sustain strength and joy_in their work, ‘which could be 


_ isolated work among the poor and lonely. 


The Christian community ‘‘is the place where people 
come together to recognize Jesus as Lord,’’ and where 
people can humbly repent and acknowledge their 
sinfulness to one another, he said. ;

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Fourth-century church marks 


site where Jesus was born 


BETHLEHEM — As pilgrims journey 
through Israel’s Christian holy places 
they tend to forget the simplicity of the 
sites as they must have appeared 2,000 
years ago. 


Throughout Israel are natural caverns 
formed by erosion, in which shepherds 
took refuge, and, in other parts of the 
country, in which families lived. 


IT WAS TO a cave in the tiny Judean 
town of Bethlehem that Joseph of 
Nazareth brought his wife Mary, ‘‘great 
with child...because there was no room 
for them in the inn’’ (Luke II 5,7). The 
cave believed to be the site of Jesus’ birth, 
one of the most venerated sites in all 
Christendom, is now called the Grotto of 
the Nativity. To expunge the memory of 
the event, the Roman Emperor Hadrian 
constructed a temple at the site in honor 
of the god Adonis — unwittingly keeping 
the location marked for Empress Helena 
(mother of his successor, the Emperor 
Constantine) to identify in the fourth 
century as the birthplace of Jesus. It was 
Helena who ordered the building of the 
first Basilica of the Nativity over the site, 
traces of which are still visible today as 
foundations of the present magnificent 
sixth-century church. 


Next to the cave where Jesus was born 
is St. Joseph’s Grotto, where Jesus’ 


foster-father is said to have received the 
warning of King Herod’s order to kill all 
newborn sons. Close by is a grotto 
dedicated to the Holy Innocents, children 
killed during Herod’s rampage, which the 
Holy Family escaped; graven into a wall 
here, now protected by a glass shield, are 
ancient Christian inscriptions, a 
verification of the grottos. 


Beyond these grottos are the caves 
where the early Church father, Jerome, 
lived and taught and translated the Bible 
into Latin. Other caves not far from the 
basilica connect to Shepherds’ Fields 
where local shepherds still shelter their 
flocks. 


THE LUXURIOUS trappings of the 
modern Church of the Annunciation in 
the Galilee city of Nazareth belie the fact 
that the home of the family of Jesus is 
believed to have been another simple cave 
or grotto. Underneath the church is an 
ancient wine press, found along the outer 
wall of the site of the family’s home; a 
section of first-century mosaic indicates 
the spot, where, according to tradition, 


the angel Gabriel heralded the birth of 


Jesus. 


Thirty-three years after his birth in _ 


Bethlehem, Jesus was crucified in 
Jerusalem. At yet another grotto Jesus’ 
body was brought. The burial cave was

made available to the followers of Jesus by 
Joseph of Arimathaea, and it was on that 
first Good Friday, before the onset of the 
Sabbath, that Jesus was washed and laid 
to rest. 


Two thousand years later this event is 
remembered in two places in Jerusalem. 
Traditionally, the site of the crucifixion, 
burial and resurrection of Jesus is the 
Church of the Holy Sepulcher, a massive, 
vaulted Byzantine-Crusader edifice, in 
whose walls stands what is belived to be 
the sepulcher of Joseph of Arimathaea. 


CHRISTMAS. EVE festivities 
commence at 12:30 p.m. when the Latin 
Patriarch departs Jerusalem for 
Bethlehem. The cortege stops at Rachel’s 
Tomb and continues to Manger Square 
for the procession from the Church of St. 
Catherine to the underground Grotto of 
the Nativity. 


At 11:45 p.m. comes the solemn climax 
of the day, the midnight Mass in the 
fourth-century Basilica of the Nativity, 
broadcast to thousands gathered in 
Manger Square, and beamed by satellite 
around the world.

Church of Holy Sepulcher: Christian disunity in Holy Land

The Church of the Holy Sepulcher in Jerusalem, built 
on the site of Christ’s crucifixion and resurrection, stands 
today as a symbol of Christian disunity and neglect in the 
Holy Land. 


The souvenir shops surrounding the church produce an 
atmosphere more like a flea market than a shrine. 


SCAFFOLDS FOR repairs rise from various spots on 
the floor of the Crusader-built structure. Pilgrims and 
tourists wander among them and the old stone columns in 
attitudes of veneration and confusion. 


Confusion arises because sites inside the church are 
divided like property on a Monopoly board among 
various Catholic and Orthodox rites. 


This joint administration leads to chaos. Liturgies at 
adjacent altars become vocal competitions with 
congregations vying to see who can pray or sing loudest; 
tourists are led right through the middle of congregations 
at Mass and Franciscan friars appear during homilies to 
scold visiting priests for preaching too long. 


THE CHAOS in the Church of the Holy Sepulcher 
extends to the Christian community in the Holy Land. 
There are few formal ties.among Christian churches at a 
time when the Christian population of the Holy Land is 


. dwindling, despite efforts by religious leaders to maintain 


a Christian presence. 

Archbishop Lufti Laham, Melkite patriarchal vicar for 
Jerusalem, said the Christian exodus from the Holy Land 
is due to increased economic difficulties and tensions 
between Palestinians and Jews. 

An annual inflation rate in Israel of 100 percent has led 
to an increased exodus by Christians and Jews: More 
people are now emigrating than are immigrating. 


ANOTHER FACTOR in the Christian exodus from 
Israel, Church spokesmen said, is the Israeli occupation 
of the West Bank. Palestinians traditionally go abroad to 
make their fortunes and return to their native land to 
retire, but now many are not returning because they do 
not want to live in occupied territory. 


The political and economic situation in Israel has 
produced statistics that portend the end of a Christian 
population in the Holy Land. There are 12,000 
Christians in Jerusalem, a city of more than 400,000 
people. Israel and the occupied territories have a 
population of 5 million, including 120,000 Christians. 


None of the Christian religious leaders who met with 
the U.S. Catholic journalists in November said the Israeli 
government was discriminating against Christians, but 
they did say that the policy of the government of Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin is to annex the West Bank and 
Gaza territories and eventually to remove all Arab 
residents. 


ARABS SAY that Arab newspapers in the West Bank 
have been closed and they complain that their lands have 
been seized, often in the middle of the night, for security 
reasons. Critics of Israeli policies note that all Arab 
mayors of West Bank towns, except Mayor Elias M. Freij 
of Bethlehem, have been expelled. 


“‘The Israelis have a hunger for the land,’’ Freij said. 
“It has now become a matter of survival for us, the Arabs 
in the West Bank and Gaza. It is a very dangerous time 
for us. Who of you would like to see his neighbor take his 
land by force? That is simply what is happening.”’ 


The Arabs should have joined with the late Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat in making peace with Israel, Freij 
said. “‘I want the Arabs to have the courage to recognize 
Israel.”’ 

FREIJ SAID he thought President Reagan’s proposal 
for peace in the Middle East could be used as a basis for 
Arab talks with Israel, but he expressed pessimism about 
the Begin government’s willingness to negotiate. 

‘‘They want us to die like the red Indian died,’’ he 
said. 

Officials of the Israeli government deny Arab 
complaints of discrimination in the West Bank. 


Eliahu Ben-Alisar, chairman of the Israeli Parliament’s 
Committee for Defense and Foreign Affairs, said Arab 
claims of land confiscation in the West Bank arise because 
the Jordanians, who controlled the West Bank until 1967, 
started registering land deeds in the area only after 1948 
and ‘‘the situation gives rise to disputes’’ as people 
without deeds say parcels of territory taken by the Israelis 
are traditional family lands. 


HE CALLED Israeli settlements in the West Bank a 
symbolic issue. 

“I’m afraid in the West and the United States, 
settlements are not the real issue,’’ Ben-Alisar said. ‘“The 
real policy is to get Israel back to the 1967 borders... Israel 
is not ready to go back to the 1967 borders.’’ The borders, 
he said, were exactly what prompted the 1967 war. 


While Israel insists on secure borders for a Jewish state 
in an Islamic area of the world and Arabs claim they are 
oppressed, the resulting political tensions drive Christians 
out of the Holy Land. 


“IF THE HOLY places are without Christians, then 
the Holy Land is a museum,’’ Archbishop Laham 
commented.

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Execution by injection: ‘More humane’

WASHINGTON (NC) — The 


nation’s first execution by injection has 
revitalized a moral controversy that 
gained wide attention in the late 1970s 
but lay dormant for the last few years: 
when is ‘‘more humane’’ less moral? 


Shortly after midnight on Dec. 7 the 
state of Texas injected a deadly dose of 
three drugs into the veins of Charles 
Brooks Jr. He had been sentenced to 
death for the 1976 murder of a Fort 
Worth auto mechanic. 


DICK REAVIS, a reporter for Texas 
Monthly magazine and one of the press 
witnesses to the execution, described the 
death: ‘‘(Brooks) turned his head upward 
and yawned, then wheezed, and that was 


all.”’ 


Among opponents of the death penalty 
are the Catholic bishops of the United 
States. In 1980 they issued a statement 
saying that they did not deny the 
theoretical right of the state to exact the 
death penalty, but they opposed the way 
it is used in the United States and 
questioned both its effectiveness in 
deterring crime and its impact on the 
values of American society. 


While Brooks’ execution was the sixth 
in the United States since capital 
punishment resumed in 1967 after a 
10-year hiatus, his was unique as the only 
case so far in which death was brought 
about by lethal injection. 


IT MAY not remain unique for long. 
In addition to Texas, which has 171 of the 
nation’s 1,150 inmates on death row, 
there are four other states which permit 
execution by injection. They are Idaho, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma and 
Washington. In New Jersey, which 
recently became the 37th state to reinstate 
capital punishment, the governor has 
asked the legislature to amend _ its 
legislation to allow death by injection. 


IF DEATH by injection is — as is 
widely conceded — the most painless, 
humane way yet devised to execute a 
criminal, why do many people have a 
moral problem with it? 


In 1978 Bishop Joseph Durick called 
for a nationwide campaign to reject it as a 
means of capital punishment. 


Bishop Durick, a long-time opponent 
of the death penalty who resigned as 
bishop of Nashville, Tenn., in 1975 to 
devote his life to prison ministry, called 
the method ‘‘insidious’’ and ‘‘an attempt 
to run capital punishment in through the 
back door and make it more palatable.”’ 


‘*KILLING IS killing no matter what 
form it takes,’’ he said, but with lethal 
injection ‘‘juries and the’ public in general 
might be inclined to find the whole 
barbaric process more tolerable.’’ 


In 1977, when Texas and Oklahoma 
had just introduced lethal injection, 
Msgr. James T. McHugh, then director 
of the U.S. Bishops’ Committee for Pro- 
Life Activities, said that ‘‘the so-called 
humaneness of a method’”’ cannot be used 
to justify a destructive act. He warned 
that the arguments used for lethal 
injection might’ also be used to justify 
euthanasia (mercy-killing). 


American Medical 
Association forbade its members to 
participate in executions by lethal 
injection, declaring that it was contrary to 
the principles of medical ethics for a 
doctor to take life rather than save it. 


FOLLOWING BROOKS’ death 
Bishop Joseph Delaney of Fort Worth 
said in a telephone interview .that he 
personally regretted the execution and 
was opposed to capital punishment under 
present circumstances in the United 
States.

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that is used, is wrong,’’ he said. 


“*Personally, I think it (lethal injection) 
is more repugnant’’ than other means, he 
said, because medical injections are a part 
of everyday-experience, while the electric 
chair, gas chamber or firing squad are 
clearly separate from normal life. 


JESUIT FATHER Richard A. 
McCormick, Rose F. Kennedy professor 
of ethics at Georgetown University’s 
Kennedy Institute for the Study of 
Reproduction and Bioethics, summarized 
the basic moral dilemma posed by lethal 
injection. 

If one agrees that capital punishment is 
morally justified, he said, then the least 
painful, least cruel form of execution 
should be used. “‘We are doing more for 


ourselves by being more humane. The 
crueler it (the method) is, the more it 
becomes an act of vengeance.”’ 


But if one rejects capital »unishment as 
immoral, he said, then ‘‘making it more 
humane is blunting our sensitivity to that 


moral judgment.”’ 


OR, AS DEATH penalty opponent 
Henry Schwarzchild of the American 
Civil Liberties Union likes to say, quoting 
theater critic Alexander Wollcott, ‘“The 
greatest sin is to do something well that 
shouldn’t be done at all.”’ 


With its very virtue for some being its 
vice for others, the lethal injection debate 
is likely to continue for as long as capital 
punishment itself is a national issue.

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘Do not be afraid 
even if the way ahead seems uncertain 
and unknown to you.’’ The words were 
spoken by Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
apostolic delegate to the United States, 
and were delivered Dec. 12 to an overflow 
crowd of more than 3,000 persons 
attending a Mass in celebration of this 
year’s feast of Our Lady of Guadalupe, 
marking the 451st anniversary of the 
apparitions of the Blessed Virgin in 
Mexico. . 


Archbishop Laghi, echoing the words 
of the Virgin herself to Juan Diego four- 
and-a-half centuries ago, came as the 
personal representative of Pope John Paul 
II, and conveyed the pontifical blessing at 
the close of the Mass. 


THE CELEBRATION of the 
anniversary actually began 24 hours 
earlier, when on Dec. 11 the archbishop 
dedicated Guadalupe Plaza, an 11-story 
highrise behind Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart Church, 42nd and Orange in San 
Diego. 

A cooperative venture between the 
Diocese of San Diego and the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, 
Guadalupe Plaza, when it is ready for 
occupancy sometime next month, will 
provide 127 one-room apartments, with 
kitchen, for the elderly and handicapped. 


The traditional diocesan parade from 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church on 
Kearney Avenue to the downtown Civic 
Concourse began the Dec. 12 feastday 
itself. Led by a Boy Scout color guard and 
a car with Archbishop Laghi and Bishops 
Leo T. Maher and Gilbert E. Chavez, the 
colorful parade, stretching two miles in 
length, wound its way through the streets 
of the city.

‘Church is interested in you’ 


SAN DIEGO — Hispanic youths, 
many of whom feel alienated from the 
Church, get the message ‘“‘that the 
Church is honestly interested in them”’ 
when they attend retreats sponsored by 
the Diocesan Office of Youth Ministries, 
a Spanish-speaking consultant to the 
office said. 


Many young Hispanics think the 
Church does not understand them and 
that it is indifferent to their concerns, 
Armando Medina-Flores said. 


THREE TIMES a year his office holds 
weekend retreats aimed at fostering 
cultural consciousness and showing the 
youths ‘‘that they are important people, 
no matter what schools or the police 
might have told them,”’ he said. Medina- 
Flores designed the retreat program in 
1981 after the youths told him they are 
interested in such ‘‘encounters.”’

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Pope praises prenatal tests,

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II has praised prenatal diagnosis and 
early surgical treatment of congenital 
defects. 


He warned, however, that such 
diagnosis must not be used as a prelude to 
abortion. 


THE POPE spoke at a special 
audience at the Vatican for some 700 
doctors who were attending a conference 
on prenatal diagnosis sponsored by the 
Italian Movement for Life under the 
auspices of the Catholic University of 
Rome. 


In his speech to the doctors the pontiff 
called the area of prenatal diagnosis and 
surgery ‘‘new and promising.”’ 


“The Christian,’’ said the pope, “‘like 


every person of good will, can only be 
happy for the advances that science makes 
on the open road toward therapies that 
are always quicker and more efficient, 
even in the most delicate and critical 
fields.”’ 


‘“‘IN TAKING note with joy of the 
results so far attained,’’ he added, ‘‘the 
Church is very happy to encourage those 
who use their talents and intelligence in 
this very important sector of medical 
research, which concerns the first months 
of existence of the human being.”’ _

Abortion decision author: ‘Murderer? 


WASHINGTON (NC) — _ Justice 
Harry A. Blackmun, author of the 
Supreme Court’s decision in 1973

“I think that’s usually pretty good 
advice,’’ Blackmun said, ‘‘but I 
purposefully did not follow it here.”’ 


FOUR DAYS before the interview was 
broadcast, the Supreme Court heard oral 
arguments on the most extensive set of 
abortion issues that has come before the 
court since-the ruling in 1973. 
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then reinserted in the womb. 


But the pope said firmly that prenatal 
research must not lead to abortion. 


“T. cannot but repeat the severe 
condemnation, rooted in natural law 
itself, of every direct attempt on the life of 
the innocent, the human being that 
develops in the maternal womb,”’ he said. 


“IT IS CLEAR, then,’’ he added, 
“‘that the intrauterine research that tends 
to spot defective embryos and fetuses very 
early in order to be able to eliminate them 
promptly by means of abortion...is

In many medically advanced countries 
controversy has been generated by the use 
of such techniques as ultrasound scanning 
and amniocentesis, on the basis of which 

. couples sometimes decide to abort their 
child in the womb. ; 


The pope said scientific research shows 
that many hereditary diseases are able to 
be prevented by doctors through marital 
counseling ‘‘based on an attentive study 
of the genealogical tree of the persons 
interested in calling a new being into 
life.” 


Commercials: Anything goes? 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters’ deci- 
sion to drop its 30-year-old code restric- 
ting broadcast advertising is a ‘‘serious 
blow to the American public,’ said 
Richard Hirsch, U.S. Catholic Con- 
ference secretary for communication. 


The NAB’s scrapping of its voluntary 
code will have serious social consequences 
since broadcasters will be allowed to 
‘‘send any commercial ‘messages they 
wish into American homes in order to 
maximize income,’’ Hirsch said. 


HE CALLED IT a blow to “‘the battle 
to maintain minimal standards of conduct 
and resist increasing commercialization 
in the broadcast industry.’’ 


The Justice Department and the NAB, 
the industry’s leading trade group 
representing about 85 percent of televi- 
sion stations and 55 percent of radio sta- 
tions, recently signed an agreement which 
ended an antitrust suit brought by the 
Justice Department against NAB in July 
1979, 


Although the suit pertained to matters 


_such as the duration and number of 


television commercials, some observers 
fear the possibility that all restrictions will 
be dropped, including those governing 


advertising content. 
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SINCE THE inception of the litiga- 
tion, the NAB has suspended its entire 
code and has dismantled the staff and 
structure of its code division. 


Hirsch said the USCC believes that 
products such as hard liquor and con- 
traceptives should not be promoted on 
radio and television, ‘‘over which parents 
have little or no control. But NAB’s ac- 
tions would appear to pave the way for 
such advertising.”’ 


Hirsch noted that a recent public opi- 
nion survey conducted by NAB showed 
public opposition to advertising such 
products on radio and television. 


THIS MAKES the NAB decision to 
scrap its code even less defensible, since © 
the action is clearly not responsive to the 
wishes of the public,’’ Hirsch said. 


“The United States Catholic Con- 
ference opposes government censorship of 
communication media,’’ Hirsch con- 
tinued. ‘‘But it also opposes the use “of 
precious public resources, the airwaves, 
for irresponsible commercial use.’’

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Catholic schools: To spank or not to spank 


By Sue Nowak 


To spank or not to spank? That’s just one of the 
questions faced by Catholic school disciplinarians as they 
try to live up to the reputation parochial schools have as 
no-nonsense learning environments. 


Spankings are ‘‘defeatist’’ and run contrary to the 
school philosophy which is ‘‘very strongly against 
violence,’’ Poor Sister of Nazareth St. Fintan Keaveney, 
principal of Nazareth School, said. Nazareth is the 
elementary school behind the San Diego Mission. 


‘‘T PREFER preventive medicine if I can,’’ Sister St. 
Fintan said. That means listening to teachers and being 
observant enough to see discipline problems in their early 
stages. “I think you have to play it by ear. If there’s any 
problem brewing, it’s better to work on prevention than 
correction,’’ she said. 


Preventive medicine includes weekly Mass which all 
the children must attend. The principal said it supports 
the discipline and the attitude they want their students to 
have. Sports programs during lunch and after school help 
nip conduct problems ‘in the bud. Sports ‘‘keep them 
occupied and make my job easier,’’ Sister St. Fintan said. 


“‘Assertive discipline is the order of the day’’ 
school whose disciplinarian lives by the Biblical Proverb 
23: 13 “‘Withhold not chastisement from a boy; if you 
beat him with the rod, he will not die.’’ The principal of 
-Holy Family School in Linda Vista, Evelyn Harty, says 
she obeys that ‘‘Scriptural command of the Lord’’ and 
will spank children when necessary.

‘““‘WE APPROACH it as a parent would. It takes a 
very fine-tuned judgment, wisdom, love of the child and 
concern for the child’s development,’’ Mrs. Harty said. 
Before enrolling their children in Holy Family School, 
parents have to accept the ‘‘spare the rod, spoil the child”’ 
philosophy and agree that their offspring may be spanked. 


Is spanking self-defeating, doing more harm than 
good? ‘‘The Lord says that it isn’t and that is the 
authority I use,’’ the principal said. She further defended 
the method, saying, ‘‘It is a very positive form of 
sanction.’’ The child is ‘‘not under any misunderstanding 
that I don’t like him,”’ she said. 


Other methods of discipline used at Holy Family are 
student activities that reward good behavior, expulsion 
and detention; as set down by the diocesan guidelines, 
and parent conferences. 


SPANKING DOESN’T appear to be an issue in two 
of San Diego’s Catholic High schools — St. Augustine 
High School for Boys and University High School. 
Detention is the favored method of encouraging a student 
to obey multi-paged discipline handbooks. 


Saint Augustine students begin each quarter with 100 
points. Points are subtracted for a wide variety of 
infractions including getting to class late (tardies) or 
causing trouble in class, among others. If a boy ends the 
quarter with less than 80 points, the next quarter he will 
lose privileges such as playing on athletic teams or holding 
class office. If he has less than 70 points he can be 
suspended.

Evolution vs. creation: ‘Balanced position’ sought 


SYRACUSE, N.Y. (NC) — The top education official 
of the Syracuse Diocese has issued a position paper 
opposing ‘“‘scientific creationism’’ as_ scientifically 
inadequate and out of step with the general Judeo- 
Christian understanding of creation. 


Richard M. Lawless, Syracuse diocesan vicar for 
education, entered the debate between proponents of 
scientific creationism and adherents of the theory of 
evolution. 


CREATIONISM teaches an instantaneous creation of 
the universe compatible with a literal reading of the 
creation accounts in the Bible. The theory of evolution 
holds that the universe developed to its present form over 
a period of billions of years. 


Local Catholic leaders have noted, Lawless said, that 
the controversies over the teaching of creationism in 
public schools have left the impression that evolutionary 
theory is anti-Christian and that creationism is the only 
Christian point of view. 


“*That is definitely not the case,’’ he said. ‘‘Catholic 
teaching, as well as the teaching of most other major 


Christian and Jewish groups, holds that the evolutionary 


theory is perfectly compatible with religious belief. 
Scientific observation of evidence God has given us, 
which led to the theory of evolution, offers an explanation 
of the ways of God’s universe. Religion offers an 
explanation of what this creation means.”’’ 


DRAWING ON Catholic teaching about the Bible, 
creation and science, the paper concluded that there is 
‘‘no need for an artificial ‘balance’ of giving equal 
attention to what is called ‘scientific creationism’ and 
contemporary evolutionary theory.”’ 

The position paper added, ‘‘A balanced position of 
accepting’ scientific evolution and believing strongly in a 
loving Creator may be most consistent with the logic of 
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science and the insights of religion.”’ 


Since the publication by Pope Pius XII of the encyclical 
Diino Afflante Spiritu. in 1943, ‘‘it has been clear that 
biblical literalism is no Catholic position,’’ Lawless wrote. 
“‘What God does share with us in the biblical word is 
truth, profound and powerful, about himself, about the 
dignity of humanity as the crown of creation, and about 
our need for his continued care, forgiveness, healing and 
salvation. Believing this, we are not called to reject a 
scientific theory like evolution, because what we believe is 
beyond scientific proof or disproof.”’ 


Summarizing their discussion, they said: ‘‘Regarding 
religion, the creationist position underemphasizes the 
traditional Christian teaching of God’s continuing, 
providential activity in sustaining the universe, ignores 
the best contemporary biblical arid theological scholarship 
that moves beyond a merely literalistic interpretation of 
the Bible, and overlooks legitimate distinctions between 
religion and scientific discourse. Regarding science, the 
creationist position contravenes basic experience in 
several physical sciences, misinterprets biological 
evolution, and misunderstands the nature and function of 
scientific theory in general. Most important, creationism 
itself is generally viewed by the scientific community as 
unacceptable.’’

“Essentially the punishments are these negative-type 
things, including detention and suspension,’’ Benjamin 
F. Smith, vice principal for discipline said of St. 
Augustine’s demerit system. Boys with discipline 
problems at the high school can also be given extra work 
including writing assignments or on-campus work after 
school or on the weekend. 


SMITH ESTIMATES he deals with no more than 
five percent of the student body, with the remainder 
causing few or no problems. Of that five percent, he said, 
“‘some of those we help, some of those decide we’re not 
right for each other,’’ and the student leaves. Most cases 
of expulsion involve drug or drinking abuse or possession 
before or during school. This year’s two disciplinary 
expulsions involved marijuana possession, Smith said. 


Expulsion is also used at University High School, Dan 
Ramos, assistant principal for student services, said. If a 
chronic conduct problem exists ‘‘we have to wonder if 
that person’s educational needs are being met here,’’ he 
said. As with St. Augustine, University High has a review 
board and a chance to appeal, if the student desires it. ~ 


Tardies are the problem Ramos deals with most 
because ‘‘students will go as far as the law will allow’? — 
being late to class as often as possible up to the point of 
detention or suspension. Suspensions don’t mean a day 
off for University High students, but involve spending the 
time in a strict classroom environment away from peers. 


RAMOS AND Smith exhibit pride in their work 
environments. ‘‘See, they’re good kids,’’ Smith said as 
the Saint Augustine student body marched in line onto 
the football field for a rally. Ramos is proud of the 
widespread practice at University High School of not 
securing lockers and of putting valuables on top of them. 
That shows, Ramos said, that students don’t fear theft 
and vandalism. 


Few big problems, including drug use and possession, 
exist at the Linda Vista-area high school, Ramos said, 
because ‘“‘kids at this school are more motivated than kids 
at other schools.. They want to eo here or their parents 
want them to go.’ 


He knows that some drug use must occur among 
students, but thinks he’s good at catching it before it 
becomes a big problem. University and St. Augustine 
high schools immediately expel first offenders in 
possession or use cases. 


ALTHOUGH SOME would hold that drug abuse 
involves even elementary-aged students, drug use is not a 
problem at Nazareth or Holy Family Schools, the 
principals of those schools said. 


Have Catholic schools earned their reputation for strict 
discipline? “Absolutely,” said Mrs: Harty. Smith 
agreed, saying one of the reasons parents send their 
children to Catholic school is ‘‘I think they want 
consistent and fair discipline. I don’t think we’re as strong 
(in discipline) as Catholic schools were 25 years ago, but I 
like to think we’re consistent and fair.’’

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II’s 
proclamation of 1983 as a Holy Year ‘‘came as a 
tremendous surprise to all of us, including the cardinals,”’ 
said a prominent Vatican official. 


‘“He may have been thinking of the idea himself for a 
while,’’ said the official, who chose to speak 
anonymously, ‘‘but he certainly didn’t discuss it with 
many people around here.”’ 


THE PONTIFF picked his closing address Nov. 26 at 
a four-day meeting of 97 cardinals to break the news that 
1983 would be celebrated by the Church throughout the 
world as a Holy Year of jubilee to mark ‘“‘the 1,950th 
anniversary of the redemption of the world by Jesus 
Christ.”’ 


Also among those caught. off guard: was Rome’ s 
Communist Mayor Ugo" Vetere. 


of 


“Yes, I was surprised at the news,’ said. Vetere. ‘‘No 
one even gave me a hint of the possibility.. The last Holy. 
Year (1975) was announced two years ahead of time and 
the city was able to prepare.’ 


IN A CITY OF three million people where traffic 
paralysis has become routine, especially on days of papal 
events, and where officials had planned broad 
experiments in traffic control for the next several months, 
Rome’s administration worried that the Holy Year would 
further complicate the city’s problems. 


Said Rome’s Deputy Mayor Pierluigi Severi, ““Rome 
already handles unforeseen events badly, so it should not 
surprise the Church that the papal announcement was not 
met with a round of applause.’’ 


But within days of the papal announcement, city 
officials had met with the papal secretary of state, 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, and the papal vicar of Rome, 
Cardinal Ugo Poletti, to assess what needs to be done to 
prepare for the Holy Year. 


“CERTAINLY THE decision of the pope can create 


some difficulty for us, but we will know how to face this 


emergency also,’” said Vetere. 


The prominent Vatican official compared the pope’s 
announcement of the Holy Year to that of Pope John 
XXIII’s calling of the Second Vatican Council in 1962. 


“John XXIII decided he’d have a meeting of the 
world’s bishops,’’ said the Vatican official. “‘His aides 
started asking him questions like, ‘Who’s going to 
organize it?’ And ‘What will the agenda be?’ Only then 
did he begin to realize that there were some complexities 
to the arrangements.’ i ee : 


‘THE SOURCE said that the absence of any 
companion announcement ey Pope John Paul of officials 
to administer next year’s Holy Year indicates that 
planning is still in the very early stages. 


The proclamation of a Holy Year has its biblical roots 
in the years of jubilee observed at 50-year intervals by 
Jews, prior to their exile tc Egypt, when debts were 
pardoned and slaves were freed. 


The first Christian Holy Year was proclaimed by Pope 
Boniface VIII in 1300, when thousands of Christians 


. from throughout Europe, including the Italin poet Dante 


Alighieri, came on pilgrimage to Rome. 


IN THE 15TH century, Pope Paul II set a 25-year 
timetable for Holy Years, which has been the norm since. 


,During the Holy Years, a plenary indulgence is 
customarily granted to those who make a pilgrimage to 
Rome and fulfill certain other conditions: reception of the 
sacrament of penance and the Eucharist, visits and 
prayers for the intention of the pope in the basilicas of St. 
Peter, St. Paul, St. John Lateran and St. Mary Major. 


Those who do not make a pilgrimage to Rome can gain 
the same indulgence by receiving penance and the 
Eucharist and praying for the pope during a visit or a 
community celebration in a church designated by the 
local bishop. 

IN 1500, POPE Alexander VI prescribed at the start 
and finish of a Holy Year the opening and closing of the 
Holy Doors in the four major basilicas in the Rome area 
on successive Christmas eves. 
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Occasionally, special jubilees are proclaimed apart 
from those at 25-year intervals. In 1933 a Holy Year was 
declared by Pope Pius XI to commemorate the 1,900th 
anniversary of the redemption. That year was marked by 
ceremonies which included the opening of the Holy 
Doors. But as of Nov. 30 Vatican officials were not 
certain if the 1983 celebrations would include the opening 
of the doors. 


Scripture scholars differ as to the exact year of the death 
of Jesus,’ with most holding that the date cannot be 
determined precisely because the dates for the execution 
of criminals were not recorded by the Roman 
government. But one authority at Rome’s Pontifical 
Biblical Institute said that it is ‘perfectly fine’’ to use 33 
‘A.D. to mark anniversary celebrations since that is the 
date-which tradition has commonly accepted. . , 


“DURING THE Holy Year of 1975, tourists to Rome 
‘increased by.7.4 percent, and lodgings at Rome’s 1,200 
hotels were up 4.9 percent. But many hotel owners 
foresee no great increase in 1983 bookings, some of them 
holding that the present pope’s penchant for international 
travel has made Rome less magnetic as a destination for 
pilgrimages. 

The pope’s announcement of the Holy Year came at 
the close of a talk in which he also discussed Vatican 
finances. A few Italian newspapers interpreted the Holy 
Year as the pope’s solution for raising Vatican revenues, 
but the prominent Vatican official gave little credence to 
such a notion. 


“It was too bad that the Holy Year was announced in 
the context in which it was,”’ said the official. 


‘“‘IT PROBABLY would have been better if the pope 
had separated it out from the other business of the 


cardinals’ meeting. But it’s laughable that finances would — 


have been the pope’s motivation. The man is first of all an 
ascetic, much more than an administrator, and the notion 
of a Holy Year fits right into everything else he’s always 
said about the dignity of man as redeemed by Christ and 
the necessity for man to recognize his value and the value 
of everyone else. He just wants us to think about those 
things and pray about them,’’ he added. 


‘‘Besides, a Holy Year is not a money-maker for the 
Vatican. There are incremental increases in revenues 
because of such things as stamps or museum visits. But 
that’s all wiped out by the additional services which the 
Vatican must offer,’’ he said. 


Press reports indicate that the Holy Year of 1975 
produced a deficit for the Vatican of $2 million. 


_ “THE IDEA OF a Holy Year is completely 
spiritual,’’ said the official. “‘It’s the pope’s own idea and 
it’s a great one. I just wish that he’d given us a little more 
time.”’

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S.F. mayor vetoes live-in 


lover employee health $ — 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — A 
spokesman for the San Francisco 
Archdiocese praised the ‘‘courage’’ of 
-Mayor Dianne Feinstein after she vetoed 
last week legislation allowing city 
employees to sign up their lovers for 
spouse-like health benefits. 


Given final approval in an 8-3 vote by 
the San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
on Nov.30, the legislation would have 
given homosexual and heterosexual lovers 
of city employees the same health care 
rights as conventional spouses. 


THE ARCHDIOCESAN spokesman, 
Father Myles O’Brien Riley, called the 
mayor ‘‘a courageous woman who takes 
stands that are not politically popular.”’ 


Feinstein ‘‘votes her convictions and 
her conscience,’’ he said. ‘‘We need more 
J 
like her.’’ 


Father Riley added: ‘‘There is a moral 
perspective here. The precedent of a 
passing relationship being equated with 
marriage is simply not acceptable and 
unhelpful.”’ 


IN A LETTER sent to the mayor Dec. 
3 and published in The Monitor, the 
archdiocesan newspaper on the day of the 
veto, Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco said the legislation had 
‘‘implications which are severely inimical 
to marriage and the family, which are the 
foundations of our society.”’ 


The legislation would have allowed 
persons to pay an $18 fee and file in the 
‘city clerk’s office a sworn statement that 
they are each other’s ‘‘domestic 
partner,’’ sharing ‘‘the common 
necessaries of life.’” No witnesses are 
required. 

Such a sworn statement would qualify 
the ‘‘domestic- partners’? to spousal 
rights, including health care benefits,

Injury to individual 
rights should be redressed by means other 
than the radical repudiation of 
fundamental values and institutions 
which have profound significance for a 
present and future viable ‘and well- 
ordered society.” 


Father Riley noted that the archbishop 
had not asked the mayor to veto the 
legislation. The archdiocese will not 
follow up by lobbying against any similar 
measure, Father Riley said. 


THE NIGHT after the veto, about 
300 people gathered at City Hall to 
protest the mayor’s action; some of them 
then walked to St.Mary’s Cathedral and 
stood before the doors in protest.

The board of supervisors was scheduled 
to consider the measure again on Dec. 13. 
Another 8-3 vote is necessary to override 
the veto. 


In November, the San _ Francisco 
retirement board voted to award $5,500 
in survivor’s death benefits to Scott 
Smith, the former homosexual lover of 
Supervisor Harvey Milk, who was: shot 
four years ago by a former colleague. 
Smith said the settlement ‘‘sets a moral 
precedent.”’ 


IN AN editorial at the time, the daily 
San Francisco Examiner said: ‘‘The 
notion that an unmarried relationship is 
the equivalent of marriage is an attack 
upon social norms, the destruction of 
which concerns a great many people in 
the nation and, we assume, in San 
Francisco.”’

The only appropriate response to a film 
like Gandhi (Columbia) is probably 
reverent, awestruck silence. But of 
course, I can’t let it go at that. Reviewers 
have to provide a bit more. 


Richard Attenborough, perhaps better 
known as an actor than a director — 
though his A Bridge Too Far was a very 
respectable accomplishment — has this 
time got everything, at least everything 
important, just as it should be. 


AND WHATEVER incidental flaws 
Gandhi may have, Ben Kingsley’s 
magnificent performance as the great 
Indian leader is so awesomely exact, so 
authoritative yet so sensitive, that 
anything less than perfect about the film 
fades into insignificance. 


After an opening scene that shows the 
tragic end of Gandhi’s life in 1948, the 
story is told in flashback. It begins in 1893 
in South Africa, with Mohandas K. 
Gandhi, a dapper lawyer with a 
Cambridge degree, riding in_ blissful 
ignorance in a first-class coach and 
attempting to open ‘a discussion on the 
New Testament with a fearful black 


porter (Winston Ntshona of Sizwe Banzi — 


Is Dead fame.) 


Gandhi is a quite recent immigrant but 
a prosperous one, every inch the citizen of 
the British Empire he takes himself to be. 
Unfortunately, however, he’s not the 
right color to carry it off in South Africa, 


TV: ‘Loutish,

NEW YORK (NC) — There are two 
main forms of irreverence. One is 
directed at the excesses of authority and at 
people and groups who esteem themselves 
beyond their worth. The other form of 
irreverence — the loutish, no-nothing 
sort given recent prominence by the 
National Lampoon — is directed at values 
themselves. According to this school, 
whose theme is anything for a laugh, 

nothing is sacred. . 
An espécially shameful example of the 


latter form came to my attention the other 
day in a letter from Father Miltiades B. 


Efthimiou, an official of the Greek 


Orthodox Archdiocese of North and 
South America. 


FATHER EFTHIMIOUS was asking 
for allies in expressing the displeasure of 
the Greek Orthodox Church to Grant 
Tinker, chairman of NBC, with regard to 
an incident in the popular and critically 
esteemed television series Taxi. 


In this episode Latka, a Greek 
Orthodox taxi driver, commits adultery. 
Repentant, he tells his wife, Simka, and 
together they go to a priest. What follows 
is so incredible that only a verbatim 
transcript will do. 


“Tam troubled and seek your 
wisdom,’’ says Latka to the priest. ‘‘I had 
meaningless sex with a woman from the 
garage. I have been unfaithful to my wife 
and a disgrace to my family. I only want 

_ things to be the way they were between 
Simka and me, and for Simka to forgive 
me and to save our marriage. Please help 
us Rev. Gorky, please, please.”’ 


AND HOW does the priest reply to this 
impassioned cry. from the heart — the 
priest, that is, as conceived by some 
overpaid Hollywood hack so ignorant that 
he imagines that Greek Orthodox call 
their priests ‘‘Reverend’’ instead of 
‘Father’? He dispenses this quite 
unorthodox pearl and then makes his exit: 
“Since Latka sinned with someone he 
worked with, Simka must sin with 


_ on all of us.

and when he refuses an_ insulting 
conductor’s order to leave, he finds 
himself rudely thrown out on the platform 
at the next station. 


TOGETHER WITH a wealthy 
Moslem associate he begins the vigorous 
campaign of non-violent resistance to 
unjust laws that would.end only with his 
life. At the time, however, as 
Attenborough and writer John Briley 
make clear, he intends it merely as 


something that has to be done to restore 


the proper sense of fair play to a corner of 


shameful’ 


someone Latka works with.’ And so, 
with Simka expressing the firm resolve to 
do just that and Latka exclaiming, 
‘Baby, you’re the greatest,’’ the 
program ends with a final burst of wit as 
the laughtrack goes wild. No matter that a 
religious body whose rich spiritual 
heritage spans nearly two millenia is held 
up to ridicule before a nationwide 
audience. 


The first thing that strikes me is that 
NBC would not have dared to pull off 
something like this if the driver had been 
Roman Catholic or Jewish and the 
spiritual counselor had been a priest or a 
rabbi. 


Despite the excesses of a movie like 
Monsignor, Hollywood is_ still shrewd 
enough and also chary enough of the 
latent clout of the church not to go quite 
that far — a basic misrepresentation of 
doctrine. 


AS FOR A rabbi, I have never seen 
one depicted in films or on television who 
was not the stereotypically benevolent 
sage equal to every occasion. Did you 
ever see a rabbi so much as sneak a drink 
or bet. on a horse in movies or on 
television? Or even be at a loss for words? 


On the other hand, it’s been pretty 
much open season for a long time on 
black ministers and on white 
fundamentalists, too,. especially if they 
happen to be Southern. Hollywood has 
taught us what these people are like: they 
are avid for money, liquor and women. 
They’ve long been stock figures of fun on 
television and in the movies, easy targets 
for the irreligious eager to scent out 
hypocrisy in religion. 

Now, with ethnicism having become 
fashionable, it looks like Hollywood has 
discovered the Greek Orthodox Church 
as a rich new source of humor. And since 
the Greek Orthodox Church is small in 
this country, its appeal as a target for the 
gutless bullies of Hollywood makes it all 
‘the more attractive. ; 


AN ATTACK on one of us is an attack 


the British Empire in which things have 
unaccountably got out of hand. 


His vision, the film makes clear, 
developed with time and events, as did his 
marvelous self-depreciating sense of 
humor. (Told in later years that people 
were calling him Mahatma, Great Soul, 
he said, ‘‘Ah, that is the kind of news that 
is slow to penetrate where I live.’’) 


After forcing the racist government of 
Jan Smuts (who is played, ironically 
enough, by South African playwright 
Athol Fugard) to back down, Gandhi 
returns to India a somewhat bemused 
hero. He has put aside his expensive 
Western clothes by now and wears Indian 
dress, though more elaborate than the 
simple white dhoti which would forever 
become identified with him. His 
reasoning in this matter of dress is, as is 
everything he does, quite logical: to pay 
Indian money for British-made garments 
is a way of acquiescing to servitude. 


A DEDICATED young Anglican 
minister named Charlie Andrews (Ian 
Charles, who played Eric Liddell in 
Chariots of Fire) befriends Gandhi and 
joins what has developed into a non- 
violent movement whose object is nothing 
less than the end of British rule. Andrews’ 
devotion is so wholehearted that when 
Gandhi later tells him he must withdraw 
in order that the wholly Indian character 
of the movement be preserved, he does so 
without hesitation. 


Gandhi’s movement suffers many 
setbacks from without, but most of these, 
including a terrible massacre, he is able to 
turn into victories. More ominous are the 


passionate divisions within his own ranks, 


especially the Hindu-Moslem rivalry 
which erupts in terrible fashion when 
independence finally comes, casting a pall 
over Gandhi’s victory and_ leading, 
finally, to his assassination. 


At all times, Gandhi’s ultimate weapon 
— his ultimate deterrent — is the hunger 
strike, a very particular manifestation of 


-his willingness to give his own life for 


justice and peace. One of the most

powerful scenes in the film is his use of it 
to end the bloody conflict between 
Moslems and Hindus in Calcutta. 


GANDHI RUNS slightly over three 
hours. And even this length is, of course, 
inadequate to do justice to his character 
and to all the events in which he 
participated. Thus there is much that is 
left out, a circumstance that at times, 
notably in the third quarter, gives an 
episodic quality to the film. Then, too, 
perhaps it might have been better to give 
more attention to what was going on 
inside Gandhi himself as his vision 
widened and became more universal. 
But, as I said, before, these are relatively 
minor flaws, and Kingsley’s performance 
goes a long way toward suggesting 
whatever may have been left out of the 
script. 


The cinematography by Billy Williams 
is magnificent. Supporting Kingsley is a 
group of superb Indian and British actors, 
including in minor roles such names as 
John Gielgud, Trevor Howard, John 
Mills and Edward Fox. 


Don’t miss Gandhi. And though the 
scenes of violence rule out younger 
children, the film should be compulsory 
viewing for every American teen-ager. 
The U.S. Catholic Conference has 
classified it A-II, adolescents and adults; 
the Motion Picture Association of 
America rating is PG, parental guidance 
suggested.

WASHINGTON — Sen. Jeremiah 
Denton (R-Ala.) suggested that U.S. 
Catholic bishops who publicly advocate a 
nuclear weapons freeze may have 
overstepped the line of religious 
leadership. Bishops who support the 
freeze should ‘‘meditate upon what Jesus 
said about rendering unto Caesar what is 
Caesar’s,’’ said the Alabama Republican 
Dec. 7 at a news conference in 


Washington, at which he announced the- 
launching of a counterfreeze movement. 


The New Testament passage he cited is a 
standard reference point for the limits of 
involving Christian religious or moral 
principles as normative for political 
decisions. More than 150 U.S. bishops — 
more than half the active bishops in the 
nation — have publicly endorsed a 
negotiated, bilateral U.S.-Soviet freeze 
on the testing, production and 
deployment of nuclear weapons as a first 
step toward negotiated arms reductions. 
The widely publicized second draft of a 
national pastoral letter on war and peace 
being developed by the bishops also favors 
a nuclear freeze. Numerous critics of the 
pastoral draft’s restrictive judgments on 
the morality of nuclear weapons ‘and 
nuclear deterrence policies have 
questioned the bishops’ competence to 
deal with the complex political and 
technological questions involved in 
nuclear defense strategy. Bishops 
responding to those criticisms have said 
that the political and _ technological 
decisions being made have direct moral 
implications which it is not only their 
right but their duty to address as pastors 
and teachers.
